CHICAGO—Wisconsin leads the 


states in the number of uniform acts 
that it has adopted as put forth by 
the National Conference of Com- 
missioners' on Uniform State Laws, 
according to a suminary by E. A. 
Gilmore, of Madison, secretary of 
the conference. 


Of 30 uniform acts submitted by 


the commissioners, 
Wisconsin has 


adopted 21. Massachusetts stands 
next with 12. 


Wisconsin is also the first state 


to enact all- the legislation relative 
to marriage and divorce drawn by 
the commissioners.

The uniform law which has been 


most favored is the negotiable in- 
strument act. This has been adopt- 
ed in-all jurisdictions except Georgia 
and Porto Rico. 


Two proposed uniform acts have 


not as yet . been 
adopted by any 


state. They are the table of weights 
and measures 
ajid the insurance 


policies act. 
More 
legislation 
dealing with 


marriage and divorce has beer, pro- 
posed than on any other subject. 
Action by states OTI these acts fol- 
lows: Migratory divorce arts adopt- 
ed by none; dfivorce procedure act, 
adopted by Delaware; marriage li- 
cense act, iby Massachusetts; mar- 
riage evasion act, by -Illinois, Louis- 
ana, Massachusetts, Vermont; an- 
nulment of marriage and divorce 
act, by Delaware and New Jersey. 


A uniform family desertion ac-t 


has .been adopted by Alabama, Kan- 
sas, North Dakota, Massachusetts, 
Mississippi, Tennessee, Texas, Utah, 
Vermont,' West Virginia, Wiscon- 
sin and Wyoming.

The cavil trials by the 'Sinn Fein- 


ers are more difficult to deal with, 
for they can -he argued to be merely 
arbitrations hy consent of the par- 
ties. But the test to be applied is 
whether they purport to be trials 
by authority of the' Irish republic, 
and where that is apparent they 
may be held to be sedition and those 
taking part in them prosecuted, 


Police have recently been attend- 


ing all such Sinn F«in courts. They 
have not interfered with the pro- 
ceedings but have taken.the names 
of those'engaged so that they may 
subsequently be tried fcy court- 
rsartial. It IB generally agreed that 
the government has now the most 
complete powers against the whole 
machinery of -Sinn Fein, hut there 
is some-doubt whether it will stren- 
uously employ them. .
